While this machine wil! not pull off or injure the matured green bolls, break the limbs or pull up the bush, yet it would be sheer 
nonsense to expect a cotton picking machine to pick out the cotton and not desiroy the flowers or blooms, and squares or very young 
embryo bulls, if applied in the early season, therefore, it should be used when the growth of cotton is matured, beginuing about the 1st 
of October. At this season blooms, squares and very young bolls will be caught by the frost before they could make cotton, and are, 
therefore, of no value. More than four-fifths of the eotton crop is gathered from October until March, and the few bolls opening in the 
early season will retain their cotton until the naturity of the whole. 

We present our readers with rear and front perspective views of Mr. Todd’s perfected machine, taken from one just completed

A New ENTERPRISE.—There is a move on foot looking to the organization of a joint stock company for the manufacture of the 
Todd cotton picker. A trial test was made on Mr. Tucker's fa six miles north ef the eity yesterday, with a model machine, which 

psulted sufficiently satisfactory to demonstrate the correctness of the principle upon which the machine is gotten up. The machine used 
as designed for cotton of luxuriant growth, and the test was made on upland cotton. For this reason the work was not perfect, but 
tis the opinion of all who witnessed the trial, that with a few. minor changes this difficulty will be obviated. and the machine a success. 


he machine can be passed oyer a row of cotton repeatedly without the least injury to the stalk or foliage. x 
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The foregoing cuts show the construction of this wonderful machine, which is 7 feet long, 6 feet high, and 4 feet wide, consisting of 
main frame armored front and rear, having a longitudinal passage way, wide in front, converging to the rear side, spaces being cut out 
ont and rear for the passage of limbs of the cotton bush. 

In the top of this frame a bed or box is built for the reception of cotton gathered. On each side of the longitudinal passage way 
re a series of horizontal converging picking belts, and back of them on each side, vertical belts running the length and heighth of the 
frame, which serve to clean the cotton from the series of picking belts, conducting it to the top, where horizontal revolving paddles 
weep it into the box mentioned. 

Between these paddles, fastened by keys to the driver’s seat, is a guard board which serves to keep the cotton from being thrown 
out and also allows of the load being heaped so as to contain a greater quantity. The two wings in front of the main frame are formed 
into series of conical projections, which pass between and separate the branches of the cotton plant, guiding them, thus seperated, onto 
the series of picking belts. 

These latter beits are constructed with a bed of perasensy constructed steel Wire teeth woven so closely together that no substance 
but a fibre, such as cotton, wool, etc., can be retained by them, leaves and other surface substances glancing off without injury. Strange 
as it may appear when the machine is in rapid motion, one may hold their hand or a green jeaf heavily against the teeth of these vapidty 
revolving belts without injury, yet cotton coming in “on contact will be seized and carried away, no matter how resisted. The whole 
machinery is carried, guided and driven by the large wheels on each side, (these wheels being 5 feet in diameter with 3 inch tread) and 
the supplemental small wheels in the rear, which are formed into a rudder, and placed under control of the driver by means of the 
spring leyer and handieat the top of the machine, carrying a locking dog fastening into the rear of the seat. By means of this arrange- 
ment the machine can be guided by the driver, or immediately wheeled around at the turning row. The machine is operated by two 
horses, one on each side of the row, hitched to the movable draw rods, fastened loosely upon the axles of the large wheels; by this mode 
the movements of the team have no effect upon the frame beyond drawing it straight ahead. As the machine moves along over the cot- 
ton row, the bushes pass through the machine, their limbs coming in contact with the picking belts which gather their cotton, the bush 
passing out as the machine moves along, regains its natural position without injury. ith this machine and one hand as a driver, as 
much cotton can be gathered in a day as would otherwise require the work of fifty hands. Mr. Todd has a considerable number of orders

The French Explorer’s Success Not at all 
Flattering—Stanley Says He is on His Last 
Expedition—A Magnificent Country Opened 
Up—Destruction of a Town by a French 
Captain. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, September 27.—A cable dis- 
patch to the Herald from London says: “Our 


from Madeira, sends the following communi- 
cation, dated Fanchal, September 15, about 
the doings of M. De Brazza and Mr. Stanley 
on the Congo. He says Lieutenant Van de 
Velde, a Belgian, who left Stanley three 
weeks ago and is now on his way home, be- 
ing an invalid, arrived here from the 
west coast of Africa to-day by the 


Portuguese steamer Angola, bound for 
Lisbon, and sailed again almost 
immediately, He gave very _interest- 
ing details of the high-handed action of the 
French at Loango, and of the destruction of 
a place on the coast called Manipomba, in- 
correctly spoken of as Loango ina recent 
telegram. Manipomba is, or rather was, a 
village containing about 300 inhabitents. 
About a month ago the natives 
WERE DISAGREEABLY SURPRISED 
by a peremptory message sent ashore by 
Capt. Cordier, commanding the French 
guuboat Sagittaire. In spite of the 
Well-established local custom forbid- 
ding the purchase of land at Loango 
by foreigners, Capt. Cordier insisted on 
buying a strip of territory on the coast. The 
King at Loango refused to comply with his 
request, but proiessed a willingness to let 
him have land ona lease. This did not suit 
Capt. Cordier’s purpose, and an ultimatum, 
accompanied by the promise of handsome 
presents, was sent to the luckless monarch, 
who was given to understand that he must 
either yield at once or he would have his 
village burned down. ‘lezrified by the threat 
the King consented, but did so only under 
protest, aud showed alacrity to fulfill his 
part of the contract. On this

Democrats do use money for corrupt pur- 
poses, and we are even more firmly opposed 
to Democratic corruption than to Republic- ¢ 
an corruption.

Can you inform the people of this State why the 
Normal School at Warrensburg is paid anuualy 
out of the.public treasury the large sum ol $2 
000, when the achool has never furnished in any 
one year the quaiified teachers forthe pubic 
schools of the Siute? Is not ilte State paying very 
high “for the tew quaiified teachers the Normal 
furnishes each year’ Why are hoi our schoois rus 
ona business basis? Why should the State pay 
$2,000 a year to educate a singie teacher in our 
yublie schools? Private normat schools do much 
etter work in other States. This is novi malice 
toward the school, but simply justice to the peo- 
ple. Thereis much connected with this school 
the peopie ought to Kuow, but do not Knew. 

CITIZEN. 

In repty to “Citizen’s” first question, allow me to 
say that the school receives $10.000 a year,instead 
of $20,000, as he assumes. He further assumes 
that it “has never furnished in any one year the 
qualified teachers for the public scheois of the 
State.”
